It is said that a piece of the 
best steel previously produced was 
completely destroyed in the first heat- 
ing, at a temperature that had no ef- 
fect on the new metal. 

In the tests at the Varde Gas 
works pieces’ of ordinary steel and 
of the new, of the same size, were 
left in a “recarburetor” for six weeks 
at a temperature of from 1,000 ‘to 
1,100 degrees. At the end of the ex- 
periment. the ordinary steel had prac:

The building of the town irrigation 
system has been brought almost to 
completion, There yet remains a little 
work on the culverts for the lateral 
ditches, and the irrigation committee 
plan to finish this work next spring. 

The pumping machinery hag been 
installed, and last week was tested 
out and found to be very satisfactory. 

| Water was ‘pumped into the main 
ditch as far aa the west side of the 
town, and the ditch was found to 
jcarry the water well.

Capillary movement, however, de- 
pends upon the presence of some free 
water at a comparatively ‘shallow 
depth. When this is more than two 
or three feet the upward movement 
is very slow.. When & is fram eight 
to ten feet there is practically no 
movement. On the prairies there 
are few places where water can be lo- 
cated as near the surface as two or 
three feet, usually the higher limits 
are xeceeded many times before wa- 
ter can be folind. The mulch, there- 
fore, cannot prevent a movement 
Which does not exist and yet, under 
certain conditions a mulch may ma- 
terially aid in conserving soil mois- 
ture. 


Investigations have shown that 
changes in the moisture content of 
the soil may be caused by the move- 
ment Of water as vapour and that 
this movement is effected. bye varia- 
tions in temperature. Ona dry, hot 
day considerable amounts of soil 
moisture May. pass up through the 
soil as vapour and be lost. A cover- 
ing of any material such as straw, 
leaves or sawdust, which do not con- 
duct hea: readily, will keep down the 
soil temperature and so lessen the 
loss ‘by evaporation. It is of course 
out of the question to cover any con- 
siderable area of land with 
heat resisting material.

The water 


stored in the soil near the surface, in 
land which is fallow, will be lost by 
evapora.ion depending on the degree 


of temperature and dryness of the 
weather, aside from any treatment 
which the soil surface may have re- 
ceived. As soon as a depth is reach- 
ed where temperature fluctuations 
are light, the loss of moisture as va- 
pour becomes very small. 


Where the land is free from weeds 
surface cultivation afer a rain will 
not matérially ata “ii "conserving the 
moisture stored near the surface. 
Cultivation is of course necessary on 
soil which cracks badly on drying in 
order to prevent excessive dryin’ 
through the circulation of air. ‘he 
most serious loss of soil moisture is 
brought about by ‘the growth of 
weed#"and cultivation is absolutely 
neceksary to check this loss.
